FUEL ADJUSTMENT 
The House passed a bill this week that 
would prohibit the arbitrary imposition of fuel 
adjustment charges by electric companies. 

A request for higher rates by a company 
because of increased fuel costs would have to 
go through the process of hearing and ap¬ 
proval by the state DPU like any other rate 
increase rather than being automatically 
added to the bill as at present. 

Higher fuel prices will still mean more 
costly electricity, of course. Economic facts 
cannot be simply wished or legislated away. 
But this bill can provide a genuine benefit to 
the consumer. When utilities know that they 
cannot pass their higher costs to the con¬ 
sumer automatically, but must carefully 
justify higher rates in a public hearing, they 
are going to shop more carefully for fuel and 
make a greater effort to keep costs down. 


ADJUSTMENT AND DIS¬ 
TRIBUTION FORMULAS 

The House passed a bill this week that 
completed restructures the formulas under 
which money is assessed and distributed to 
cities and towns in Massachusetts. 

The complicated package was put together 
by the joint Committee on Taxation. It 
changes: 

1. The basis for assessing county taxes, 
county hospital costs, MDC and state parks. 

2. Highway aid 

3. Reimbursement for loss of taxes on state 
owned land. 

4. Machinery distribution. 

The committee put all the formulas 
together in one package in order to balance 
losses and gains to make the plan palatable to 
as many cities and towns as possible, for 
distribution in fiscal ’75, (which starts July 1, 
1974). 

I argued that the changes were unfair as 
long as not all cities and towns have gone to 
full valuation. Many members voted against 
the bill on the simple and justifiable grounds 
that their districts were hurt by the changes. 

Some objected to the additional $24 million 
required by the plan. 

But the proponents, aside from those voting 
favorably because their disteicts came out 
ahead, argued that this was a positive and 
long overdue reform. 

Machinery distribution formulas date from 
1935. County tax assessments are based on a 
curious formula that is based three quarters 
on valuation as of 1945 and one quarter on 
valuation as of 1961. The change would sub¬ 
stitute current valuation. 

More communities are helped than hurt, 
and older cities and towns come out a bit 
ahead. 

As older communities have lost population 
and property value and newer communities 
have grown, the older cities and towns have 
been paying a high share of county costs while 
at the same time often receiving more than 
their share of state distributions. 

By bringing formulas up to date all together 
in one big package, and adding the $24 million 
to try to further smooth out the transition, the 
legislation aims at balancing a community’s 
gains and losses as much as possible. Still 
some gain and others lose. It may be in¬ 
teresting next year, when the new equalized 
valuations go into effect, to listen to cries of 
this year’s gainers who will be next year’s 
losers.
